AIR AND WATER POLLUTION 

Too much attention cannot be given 
lto steps to prevent the pollution of the 
air and water of the nation by indus- 
tty. While there are some commendable 
accomplishments against pollution, the 
general that control will 
cost more than industry can spend. 

It ts a well known practice of indus- 
try to pollute streams and waterways 
iby using them as a receptacle for the 
wastes of chemical processes. The extent 
of the pollution of streams is not always

recognized. The St Louis Post-Dis- 
patch says that 875 miles of streams 
ın Missouri have been poisoned and 


constitute biological deserts, with dead 
fish and water unfit for cattle to drink. 
This should be a warming to ALL 
Coast communities of the possible perils 
of polluted water. 

Industries often inject into the air 
fumes, vapors and gases that are objec- 
tionable even when not absolutely dan- 
gerous. This practice has reached such 
an extent that there are many citizens 
on guard lest the advent of a new in- 
dustry brings with it disagreeable, dan- 
gerous and costly pollution of the air.

The movie theatre 
1s the average man’s main source of 
recreation; YOU and your family are 
the chief Participants; YOU carry the 
brunt of the burden Similar institutions 
in our state provide this same type ser- 
vice. but their customers are taxed 
little or not at all. Other states have 
2 per cent, or less, tax. Why then, in 
all sense of justice, should the Missis- 
sippi Movie patrons be discriminately 
taxed just because his recreational pre- 
ference is the movie! 

The tax that you now pay was origin- 
ally designed for “temporary emergen- 


be 


cies only” Nearly twenty years ago 
Mississippi imposed the 10 per cent 
Patron Tax for “only a short time!" 


Again, during the recent war, our fed- 
eral government added the 20 per cent 
Patron Tax in order that it might 
quickly raise money badly needed. 
Your neighborhood theatre patriotically 
cooperated ın both instances, but “a 
long time” has passed and any national 
emergency has ended, whereas Promises 
have not been kept nor has relief been 
forthcoming. 

Theatres today are vital educational- 
ly, and it is an unsound Principle which 
discourages their attendance* The aver- 
age Mississippian after leaving school 
would have little opportunity of fur- 
thering his education if it were not 
for motion Pictures.
